Then again, why all this talk 
about curtailing the consump- 
tion of white flour or canned 
goods? If itis advisable to stop 
the using of white flour why not 
stop the millers from making it, 
or selling any they have on 
hand. The same applies to the 
canning factories. Then when 
this is done it is up to the food 
controller ‘to regulate the price 
of whole wheat flour and green 
vegetables. There is no use 
prohibiting the use of white 
flour and canned vegetables and 
allowing the miller or green 
grocer to soak the public what 
they like on the only thing left 
to eat. : 

If we are going to have food 
control let us have it from the 
ground up or not at all.

Austria Out of War over chatham, England, last Monday , 


A dispatch received in London con- 
firms the capture by the Italians of 
Monte San Gabriele, together with 
950 prisoners, including 382 officers. 
The Italians now possess the entire 
chain of mountains which dominate 
Gorizia, ‘ 

When the Italians have fought heir 
way through the mountains, as it 
seems probable they shortly will, they 
will have a level stretch of plain of 35 
miles between them and Lubianaia. 
If the drive reaches this town, the way. 
is open toward Vienna, and the Ital- 
ians are predicting that nothing can 
stop them from cutting Austria out of 
the war except a lack of supplies. It 
was pointed out that the line from the 
swiss frontier to Trieste was 400 miles 
long, a more extended front than that 
in Belgium and France. The Italians |
